HERE As, the Freeholders and Inhabitants of Cheſter 

_ Town, in the County of Kent, by their humble Petition to 
the Lower Houſe of Aſſembly, have ſet forth, That divers 
TV. Perſons living in the fame Town, do raile and keep large 
Quantities of Swine, Sheep, and Geeſe, within the ſame Town, whereby, 
not only the Graſs neceſſary for the Support of the Cows and Horſes of 
the Inhabitants is conſumed ; but that alſo, the Ground is ſo rooted up, 
and the Streets ſo broke, that in Winter or wet Weather, they are al- 
moſt impaſſable; alſo, that the Swine there, are ſo numerous and rave- 
nous, that they break into Warehouſes where Grain is ſtored, and that ſe- 
yeral young Children have been in Danger of being devoured by them; 
and that the Inhabitants cannot preſerve their Gardens and Incloſures from 
being broke down and deſtroyed by them, : Oo 


BE it therefore Enacted, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Lordſhip's Governour, 
and the Upper and Lower 2 of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the 
ſame, That no Perſon or Perſons. whatſoever, living, or to live, within 
the ſame Town, ſhall, after the End of this preſent Seſſion of Aſſembly, 
under any Pretence whatſoever, keep or ſupport within the ſame Town, 
any Swine, Sheep, or Geeſe, belonging to themſelves, or any other Perſon 
whatſoever, unleſs ſuch Swine, Sheep, or Geeſe, be kept within ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons Incloſure ſo keeping or ſupporting ſuch Swine, Sheep, 
or Geelc. 5 


AND be it further Enacted, hy the Authority aforeſaid, by and with 
the Advice and Conſent. afore/aid, That any Perſon or Perſons that ſhall 
be convicted before any Magiſtrate, on Confeſſion or Proof of tranſgreſſing
